A TERRIBLE CRIME. 


A HORRIBLE MURDER WHICH HAP- 
PENED YEARS AGO. 


Hon. John W. Walker was Killed by Willis J. Bons 
in Irwin County in 1865 fhe Story of the 
Brutal Murd-ras Told by Parson Young 
~Revoitirg Details of the 4 ffair. 


From the Albany. Ga., Medium. 

We crossed the Alapaha river near Mrs. J. 
W. Walker's, and soon after passing through 
the swamp, Parson Young gave us the follow- 
ing perticulars of the brutal murder of that 
ledy’s husband, Mr. John W. Walker: 

in April, 1865, there lived on the east side 
of the Alapaha river, opposite Mr. Walker's, 
aud only a few miles distant, a man by the 
name ot Willis J. Bone and his family, con- 
sisting of a wife and several children, the old- 
est being a boy of fifteen. It was well known 
in the settlement that a man livingin a county 
north of them had one of his negroes to 
run away, end ashbarp leokout was kept up 
for him. On Sunday evening Mr. Walker 
sna some neighbors crossed the Alapaha in 
search of some missing hogs, and came to a 
ficld surrounded by a dense swamp. This 
held was owned by Bene. Having to cross a 
corner of it, they noticed that a negro had re- 
ceptiy been at work on it, chopping down 
weeds and bishes, and that he had not com- 
pleted the werk. Chey knew it was a negro 
by the tracks, and at once suspicioned that it 
was the runaway, being harbored by Bone. 
Mr. Walker remarked that he would return 
the next morning, capture him and return 
bimto his his owner. His friend advised 
egainst this movement, unless he was accom- 
panied. by others, as they all knew 
Bone to be a desperate man, and 
they feared Walker would be no match for 
him andthe negro. Monday morning, dis- 
regarding the advice of his friends, given the 
previous Gay, Mr. Walker, after telling his 
family be was going hog hunting crossed over 
the river and approached the field mentioned 
above. There he found the negro at work, 
and coming suddenly upon him, he had no 
ticuble in capturing him. Bone was coming 
to the ficld when Walker captured the negro, 
and, hurriedly retracing his steps to the house, 
got his musket, and telling his fitteen- year-old 
son to get bis gun and follow him, ran back to 
the field. 

Shortly afterwards the report ofa gun was 
beard, at which time bis son had reached the 
field, and he stated that he heard Walker 
begeing for his life. Creeping up on top ofa 
biil he icoked overand saw his father strike 
Walker several blows onthe head with the 
stcck of bis musket. Then Bone and the ne- 
gro dregged the body tothe fence and threw 
iL over the same as if it were.a hog, dragged 
itabout thirty yards into a dense mass of 
bushes, scratched a hole in the marshy ground 
avd buried it. Tuesday the whole settlement 
was searching for Watker. Foul play was 
suspicioned and Bone was placed uvder arrest 

guarded. Meanwhile 
the searc] went on. The whole 
conniry scoured, but withont suc- 
cess. Wednesdsy several shrewd men 
told hired girl, who lived in Bone’s 
femily that unless she told all she knew about 
Walker's disappearance they would kill the 
whole family, including herself and mother. 
This threst had the desired effect. She told 
them how Bone ran up to the gate Monday 
pud teld herto bring him his musket quick, 
ind how he had ealied his son to arm himself 
sud jollow him; how she had heard the report 
of the gun in theswamp field, and how, soon 
ufiterwerds, Bone returned to the house with 
blood cn his clothes and gun; how he went 

» the smokehouse and had his wife to bring 
bim water and a change ofciothes, and how, 
when she eskea him whst he had done, re - 
plied that he bad killed Walker. Upto this 
time his son could not be induced to give the 
tlightest information, notwithstanding they 


bad taken him to the swamp and witha repe 
eround his neck threatened to hang him if 
he did not reveal all he knew about the mur 

der. He cried piteously tor his lite, protesting 
alithe while that he knew nothing of the 
cause of Walker’s disappearance. When the 
girl’s confession was made known to bim he 
sew that further concealment would cost him 
his life, and he made a full confession. 
He tock the party to the spot where Walker 
was murdered, showed them by blood staias 
where be had been dragged to the fence and 
thrown over, and pointed out the spot where 
he was buried. Removing about half a foot 
of mud they found the body. The head was 
crushed in three places, and a musket ball 
bad struck him justabove the right hip and 
renged upward, passibg out near the neck. It 
is supposed that he had the negro dowa and 
was stooping over binding him when the shot 
was fired. Bone’s fate was sealed. Selecting 
twenty resolute men they took the murderer 'o 
large ouk tree near the seene of his blooly work 
aud prepared to launch him into eternity. They 
built a rail] pen. On this they laid the end of 
a plank, the outerend of which rested on an 
upright support. A rope was placed around 
Bone’s neck, fastened with the hangman’s 
noose, and he made to climb up on the pen 
aud walk out on the plank. The other end of 
the rope was securely fastened to a limb of the 
gigantic oak under which this just ret 

ribution was about to take place. Another 
rope was fxstened to the lower end of the up- 
right piece that supported the plank, and it 
was agreed that the twenty men should, at 
@ given signal, pull the prop and 
launch Bone into eternity. He was allowed 
time to pray or make contessioa as to the mur- 
der, and it was while confessing his guilt that 
he threw bis weight on one foot, which caused 
the plank to slip off the prop, and thus he be- 
came his own executioner. As soon as dead 
his body was taken down and thrown into a 
grave near by amd covered up, thus giving 
him the same burial he had a tew days before 
given John W. Walker. 

The negro was never heard of afterwards, 
but it is supposed that Bone murdered hia and 
sunk his body in a deep pond near by, so as 
to destroy all evidence of his first crime. 

So far as we know, the above borrible affair 
has never been published, as it occurred at a 
time when there were but few newspapers 
published, and ata place far removed from 
any line of communication with the outside 
world. 

Mrs. Walker is a sister of Hon. Abe Clem- 
ents, and isstill living at the old homestead.

ASEVENTEEN YEAR OLD BOY KILLS 
A MAN, 


John Pratt, a Paper Hanger, interferes ima Figh 
Eketween Dave Mi'chell and William EBads— 
Mitchell Attempts to Whip Pratt and 
Receives His Death—The Details. 


Dave Mitchell, a brass moulder,was instant- 
ly killed last night, by John Pratt, a seven- 
teen year old boy. 

The killing occurred on Marietta street, in 
front of the Fifth Ward bar, and was witnessed 
by William Eads, John Brown and two or 
three men. About half past eleven o’clock 
Prettand Brown were walking down Marietta 
street, and soon after crossing Bartow street 
encountered Eads and Mitchell, who were 
surrounded by a few persons. Mitchell was 
abusing Eads when Pratt and Brown came up. 
Pratt forced his way into the crowd, and after 
hearing Mitchell use some hard 
language addressed to Eads, 
advised Eads to resent it or leave. 
Pratt’s remark to Eads was delivered in an 
undertone, but Mitchell heard it, 
and wheeling around

Mitcbell rolied about on the sidewalk, the blood 
fowilg in a perfect stream from three wounds in 
his shoulder, neck and cheek. There was no one

The afliray occurred immediately in frontof the 
5th ward bar. The gas jets in front of the saloon 
liphted the pavement brilliantiy, but no one came- 
by to Witness the death scene, Finally Mitchell 
towed about on the pavement until his feet struck 
the rout door. of the saigon. This 
brought a  haif dozen men, and the 
bloody scene before them was the first inkling 
they had of tbe terrible tragedy which bad beeu 
enacted tO near by. someonein thecrowd gave 
the wla'rm and Patrolman Poole and Brenning, 
who were On that beat, responded, When they 
reached the place Mitchell was barely alive. His 
breathing was bard and irregular, amd with every 
loecath astream of blood would shoot from a terri- 
bie wound in his neck. Dr. Asher was 
called .o the dying man’sside. He iinmediately 
provernced him ina dying condition. 
THK SLEET AND RAIN WAS FALLING. 
Gying man was exposed toit and the in- 
coud. Some one who was present knew that 
ome was near by avd at once it was decided 
to carry bim to his home. His home was on 
Wert Herris street between Luckie and Marietta 
strretapnd ona litter, strong men started to take 
there, but just as they reached his 
rd gute he turned upon his right side, gave one 
ypzasp quickly followed by an unearthly groan 
Dr, Asher acc om panied the man’ from 
house, walkin y beside the litter 
» his pulse every step, and when the last 
beat wes felt he teld those who were bearing the 
nan that they were carrying a corpse, The body, 
Jel Warm, was then taken into the house aud 
laid down. Dr. Asher examined the 
wounds. The first wound made was in the lett 
cheek, cutting entirely through it, and was about 
three inches long. The second wound was in the 
tigbt shoulder just where thearm joius the body. 
lt was astab,and wes about three inches deep. 
The third and the fatal wound was at the base ol 
the neck. It wasastab too, but in entering the 
flesh the knife severed an artery, causing 
from extreme loss of blood. 
entire sidewalk was covered 
blood. The man’s clothing was saturated 
with biood, and every step of the way from the 
bar to the dead man’s house was made in blood. 


HOW PRATT GOT AWAY. 
When Pratt saw his man fall, and saw that no 
obe was watching him, he quietly wa'ked to his 


home on Orme street, near Tan-yard branch, and 
Without saying a word to his aged motuer, went 
to bed. He did not knew that he had kil oe 
Mitchell, and soon after going tej bed 
jeli asiee /!. When Captain Couch came upon the 
tragedy he and his patrolmen began try ing to find 
the guilty party, but for morethaa two hours they 
cou:dsecureno clue whatever. Finally taey ascer- 
teined that a young man named Johu Brown had 
been seen with Mitchel) and someone else on the 
Street. captain Couch, after hard work, succeeded 
in finding Brown, who is about sixteen 
years of age, asleep in his room in the Tremont 
he use. At first Brown denied knowing anything 
about the tragedy. but when he *aw that he was 
lisble to get into trouble himself informed Cap- 
tain Cour ob that John Pratt had dor the culting. 
By rowhb did not know that Mite? ell was dead. 
About8 o'clock this morning C apte (im Couch and 
his two patrolmen went to Pratt's house and found 
him in bed asleep. They awoke him an lconduct- 
ed bim tothe city prison, where he was locked up. 
PRATT IS A MERE LAD. 
He works with Mauck, the paper hanger. He is 
about five feet four inches tall and is very light 
in weight. Hehasa good face and though uned-

bad no intention of killing Mitchell, but used his

Pratt & Benson’s New Process for Extract- 
ing O11 From Cotton Seed and Cot- 
ton Seed Mealt—What it Claims 
and What it Is. 


biactucally all the oil there is in either cotton 
seed or cotvn seed meal, and to produce an oil and

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Governor Cleveland’s Coming Reception—The Exec- 
_ptive Bern Filied Witn a Various Collection 
of Gifte—a Clerk Kept Busy Rec-iving 
and Returaing faem —Other News. 


From the New York World. 

Berely two hundred inv itatibns 
issued for the governor's reception next Tucs- 
day evening. Net asingle person from New 
York city bas been invited, and only a few 
from Buffalo and Troy. It will be the first re- 
ception at the mansion at which ladies will be 
present, and is the first at which the presi- 
dent’s sisters, Mrs. Hoyt and Miss Elizabeth 
Cleveland, will act as hostesses. The hours 
on the cards are from 9 to 12. 

The snowstorm seems to have cooled the po- 
litical ardor of the many who have felt called 
upon to tender their advice to the incoming 
administration, aud the executive chamber 
looked really lonesome for atime to day. 
There were no callers of public note, and the 
oe aratively few every-day visitors got to 
see the governor without the customary delay. 
There wes noexcuse to keep them waiting, 
and the red-headed boy at the door was in his 
worst humor. 

The queerest place in the state 1s (Governor 
Cleveland’s barn or storeroom. Your corres- 
pondent was permitted to visit these quarters 
to-day, and a stranger collection of old junk it 
would be impossible to findanywhere. The 
barn is a substantial structure built just back 
of the executive mansion, and during the ad- 
ministration of more wealthy governors it was 
used for the carriages and horses of those wor- 
thies. Governor Cleveland, however, doesn’t 
keep ateam, and since his election to the 
presidency the vacont barn has beea used to 
store the vast collection of miscellaneous pres- 
ents that come pouring in from every quarter 
ofthe union. Formerly these packages were 
delivered at the executive chamber on the 
Hill, butas they kept constantiy increasing 
in number and variety it was fouud impossible 
to receive them there, soa kind of union depot 
was opened in the barn.
